Nearly One Million Boxes Over 
Output of Season Just Closed. 
Anticipates No Shortage of 
Labor Now. 


a 

With the annual estimate of the 
Ontario-Cucamonga Fruit Exchange 
nearly one million packed boxes in 
excess of the shipments of the sea- 
'son just closed, citrus fruit growers 
here are looking forward to what 
promises to be one of the most 
prosperous years in the history of 
the “O. K.” district. 

Manager D. E. Myers credits the 
Ontario-Cucamonga district with 
3202 carloads of citrus fruit of all 
varieties, which, at the rate of 400 
packed boxes to the car, is equiva- 
lent to to 1,280,800 boxes. During 
the season just closed, 811 cars or 
324,000 packed boxes were shipped 
by the Exchange. 


1835 Cers of Navels 

The estimate segregated into va- 
rieties is for 1835 cars of navels, 569 
Valencias, 721 lemons and 177 mis- 
cellaneous varieties, including grape- 
fruit, blood oranges. St. Michaels 
and others. Last yeur, due to the 
heavy drop in June, 1%17,, only 213 
cars of navels were shipped, 175 
cars of Valencias, 382 cars of lem- 
ons and 141 of miscellaneous. 

The estimate for the crop of the 
coming season is about 89 per cent

dows staring at you from all sides. 
Of course there are plenty of soldiers 
around here, but no women or chil- 
dren. The Boches have been driven 
back quite a ways from here lately. 
No shells have landed in here for 
several days, so guess the Boche 
has been driven out of range. 


You still ask why I can’t tell the 
name of the place I am in, as some 
of the other boys do. Well, the oth- 
er boys that do that are away back 
in the rear somewhere, and are al- 
lowed to do so. We are not allowed 
that privilege up here. In the sec- 
ond place were I allowed to tell you 
where I am at present, I wouldn’t 
|be there by the time my letter got 
|half way home. Just imagine any 
place back just behind the lines 
from the North Sea to the Swiss 
| border, and you will hit upon many 
places that I have been. 

As to my duties they are not such 
that requires the use of a rifle or 
pistol except in emergency. You 
see there are times when some of 
us are rounded up and have to bring 
prisoners back from the front to the 
rear, and of course that entails the 
use of the bayonet or pistol if the 
Boche tries to slip anything over 
;on us. 

I hope you are not worrying about 
me. I would like to tell you more, 
but am afraid I have already over- 
stepped my limits in trying to an- 
swer: some of your questions. 

Anyway, today’s paper states that 
the Central Powers desire peace. 
Maybe this war will be finished be- 
fore you receive this letter. But I 
am always leary of these German 
peace proposals and I still think she 
should be driven to a place where 
|she would be glad to accept every 


lone of President Wilson’s peace 
| terms. : 
Weather—Cold and rainy. I ex- 


pect snow at any minute, but maybe 
we won’t have any for a month yet. 
It’s sure cold enough for snow now 
but we now have our winter cloth- 
ing and overcoats, so we are sit- 
ting pretty comfortably. 

The-eats are improving. Listen, 
I’ve had flapjacks and syrup for 
breakfast three or four times this 
week and that isn’t all. We had 
pie several days and cake once last 
week. Sometimes we have good 
eats, sometimes bum, sometimes a 
good place to sleep, sometimes not, 
sometimes a bath’ every week, but 
more often not. But on the whole 
there is not much to kick about, as 
Uncle Sam’s troops are faring by 
far the best of any one over here. 

Well, just a few words to my 
niece and nephews. Just imagine 
|that you see a young soldier sitting 
at a desk writing, up in northern 
France, in a ghell-torn town, and in 
a house (the most presentable one 
in town), with several big shell 
holes in it, and you have a picture 
of your big uncle fighting Boches. 


October 13. 

There has been a heavy barrage 
all day and our troops are just eat- 
ing the Boche alive. A barrage is, 
the fire that our artillery directs on 
the enemies’ trenches, guns and for- 
tifications. After, the enemy is forc- 
ed to hunt shelter, the barrage ig 
ilifted, then our infantry goes over 
the top after them, and the barrage 
is then turned into a creeping bar- 
rage which creeps just ahead of the 
infantry, thus rendering protection 
to our advancing troops while par- 
alyzing the enemy. This informa- 
tion is just dropped so you will the 
better know what I mean by bar- 
rage should I chance to speak of it 
again. This one today sounded just
